The Law of Military Oooupation.

What are the rights of the Belgians, or for
thal matter, of the (efmans in Blleaia and the
Poles in Oalleia, while the country where they
tive happens to be In control of a hostlle army?

Doos the possessor by fores of arms become
for the time being the soversign ruler of the
territory held in his power, or gre there limita~
tions to the authority which may be rightfully
oxercised by an army of military ocoupation
through its commander or provisional governor?

These are questions which are propounding
themselves to thoughtful people. Partial, Uf
not wholly satisfactory answers happen fo ba al
hand in a discussion of “The Hagues Conven-
tlons"” contrituted by Prof. John Bassett Moore
to the Columbla Univerlty Quarterly, the
writer belng recognized as our foremost author-
ity on International law afgd himself one of
those who represented our country at The
Hague congross, which coneidered all these mo-
mentous gubjlects,

Prot. Moore explains that the fourth of
The Hague conventions, relating to “the lawe
| and customs of war on land,” deals also with

“military occupation” and conflnues:

The term, “military occoupation,'” s ased (6 respect
of terrltory pomsossed and held by the enemy In sook
manner that he oan nctually exercies suthorily over
It. The actual governing power having thus passed
Into hin hands, 1t In his right sand his Juiy to iake
all possible measures to maintaln publle order and
rafoly, but the temparary character of hls rule Is reo-
ognized in the provision that he must, “unless abeo-
lutely provented,” respect “the lawas In force In the
country,” The Inhabitants of the oceapled territory
owe him obediencs, but he ls forbidden o forse
thet to furnish military Information or swaar
mllegiancs to him. He I commandsd to respect
family honor and righis, the lives of Individuale
and thelr property, and thelr religioua cvonvictions
and practive. Conflscation of privats property ls pro-
hibited: pdlinge t8 “"Tormally forbidden.™ If the mill-
tary ocoupant colisets the taxes, he I8 to follow, ne
far as possibie the rulea which ha finda In ex!stencs
fand in obliged to dafray the expenses of the ordinary
sdministration of the territory “to the same extant
an the legitimatls governmont’” was bound to do. Cop-
trivutions in money, in addition to the regular taxos,
may be levied only for the noeds of the srmy or of
the administration of the territory. and It is forbidden
to inflict any goneral panalty, pecuniary or otherwise,
upon tha population for acts of Individuaia for which
It eannot be regurded “as jointly and meverally re-
sponaible.” Regulsitions In kind and service may be
demanded from municipalitiés or Individuals only for
the neods of the army of cccupation; and are then to
be "tm proportion to the resources of the sountry”™
and of such a nature as not to involve the Inhabitants
in military operations agnlnnt their own ocountry. Con-
tributions in kind are to be pald for in cash; and If
thia is not done, are to bo given, and pay-
monis are to be & as goon us posaible, Publlo
funds and generally all movable property of the stato
useful for military operations may be taken by the
military ocoupant; and, subject to restoration or
compensation when peace returns, po also may srticles
and applisnces useful in war belonging te private in-
dividunle, Submaripe oables connecting the ocouplod
torritory with neutral territory may o6 solzsd or de-
stroyed only in cass of “‘abaciute '_nm-iu'," and,
when peace {8 made, thay must be restored with com-
pensation. Of publio bulldings, real eststs, forests and
farms belonging 1o the state, the miiltary oocupant
1a regarded aa only “administrator and usufructunry,”
and he must care for them accordingly. Finally, all
property of municipalities, or of tnstitutions “dediontsd
to religion, oharity and education, the arts and svl-
enoem,” sven when stale-owned, is to be “treated an
private property,” und any damage done to It or to
“historfc monuments, works of art and sclence,” 'a
not only forbldden, but is declared to be the subject
‘of Toga)

The convention relating to the laws and cus-
tom# of war on land, we are reminded, wna

signed by all the powers except China and Spain,

Servia, have neglected to ratify Jt, while Ger-

blinding upon combatants In
the present war. Here comes Into play the ex-
prefa declaration of the compact—"The pro-

excopt between contracting partiss, and then
lonly if all the be¢lligerents arejparties to the
convention"——and since Servia, one of the bel-
ligerents in the pending Buropean war, has not
ratified, tho conclusion is unescepable, as Prof.
Moore emphasizes, that the rules here lald down
are to be regarded as binding only so far ag they
are declaratory of existing International law.

Trinmph of Postal Service.

Few realize what a job It has come to be to
handle the Christmas mail in this country. Bven
a casual Inspection at some blg postoffice or
postal terminal will not afford a fully compre-
.hensive idea. Yot mammoth as this task s, It Is
met each year by the Postoffice department with
a minimum of delay, inconvenience and loss to
the publie. It requires, of course, an enormous
number of extra men, but the same general fa-
ellities otherwise, which serve the people at all
other times in the year, snawer for these in-
creased demands.

This only goes to show the yet undeveloped
powers OY the federal postAl system. As stead-
fly an it expands to include some new branch of
sarvice, such as postal banks and parcel post,
its poténtial greatnoss becomes the more evi-
dent, The fact s that even postal expertis are
not mble to fix the limit of the possibilities of
this gigantie muchinery of the government,
which fs bound to coutinue its expansion add
development. Its next important step undoubt-
edly will be to take In the telegraph and tele-
phone, which are natural parts of the general
system of communloation and ought to be mo
more difficult to operate than any of the other
parts, or all combined, as they are so operated
in many other countries,

Billboard Local Option.

Some day—maybe-—wp shall have no bl
boards, such as now commonly disfigure our
streets and highways. At any rate, the evolu-
tion that brought them is still eveluilng and
where the blllboards are not disappearing, they
are lmproving in appearance.

The attorney general of Missourl finds no
Iaw in that state making it {llegal for an office-
holder to take pay for Chautaugua speeches
while drawing his official salary—the attorney
general himself being something of a chautalker,
If, as he suggesta, such a departure Is legal In
all states, our public servants may proceed to
book Ltheir 1916 engagements with perfect se-
curity so far as the law I8 concerned.

But is it not a matter of consclence, more

The people of this
country are not penurious with thelr public offi-
clals, many of whom, for dignity's sake, If ndth-
ing else, should be given much latitude in their
public conduct, and yet when It comes to the
matter of dignity, perhaps the least sald the bet-
ter in speaking of the bustilng business of chau-
tauqua lectures.

Choosing a Vocation.

Vocational conferences are coming Into
vogue with many of the amaller mid-west col-
leges, where students are pursuing classical in-
stead of technical courses. The plan is, once or
twice a year, to have a man of proved wisdom
and pome prominence confer with the young
men about thelr life work. Thege conferences
often bring out suggestions and sldelights as to
adaptabllity which may prove of indispensable
vilue in later years,

Admittedly, about the most important selec-
tions & young man has to make are those of a
voeation and wife. Serious error often leads to
traglc consequences, not only for those directly
concerned, but for soclety as well. Young men
—and women, too—need the counsel and ex-
pertence of older and wiser hends to help them
in meeting both of these tests, although some
Are mot as ready as others to avall thémaslves
of the advice, especially as to one of the cholees.

A thorough four years of college course gives
a broad basis on which to bulld a life work, and
forténate is the young man or woman who can
afford such a tralning, for it is training more
for living than for a lvelihood, But seme-
mwhere between the freshman and senior years
special attention cught to be given by every stu-
dent to the selsction of his voeation. No ool
lege-bred man has a right to come out onto the
world entirely undetermined on this point. 1f
he has not found himsslf before gradusation, it s
& good deal of a chance after that, and some-
times many of the advantages of the educational
tralning are thus lost. Vocational selection ls
belng reduced to a solence, and the more general
its practice becomes the sooner will each be
made an efficlent unit of himself,
